School Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Litchfield, 
Greeting : 

Though the school year does not end until August 31, I 
am respectfully submitting to you at this time and through 
you to the people of your community some suggestions in 
regard to your school. 

In the administration of our public schools, the electors 
of the district as voters, you as board members, and myself 
as a superintendent, are working under an entirely differ- 
ent statute than in past years. The act of our last Legis- 
lature, entitled ‘‘An Act in Amendment of the Laws Re- 
lating to Public Schools and Establishing a State Board of 
Edueation’’, virtually established a state system of schools, 
in the local administration of which it is the privilege and 
duty of the three above mentioned parties to participate. 
As I understand the law, its object was threefold, viz., 
to unify and standardize the schools of the state, to Amer- 
icanize the alien born citizen, and to equalize within cer- 
tain limits the financial burden of the publie school sys- 
tem. 

This statute requires that there be maintained standard 
elementary schools for thirty-six weeks each year in suita- 
ble and sanitary buildings equipped with approved furni- 
ture, books, maps, and other necessary appliances, taught 
by an approved teacher, directed and supervised by an ap- 
proved superintendent, and with suitable provisions for 
the care of the health and physical welfare of all the 
pupils. 
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During the summer the state board caused to be sent 
out to the various districts regulations governing the tem- 
porary approval of schoolhouses. Regulations have also 
been adopted and distributed for the proper care of the 
health and physical welfare of the pupils, and minimum. 
requirements for the work of the lowest three grades. Cer- 
tain standards have been fixed for the certification of our 
teachers and superintendents. The work of Americaniza- 
tion has up to the present time been left mainly to the dis- 
position and honesty of the various school districts to carry 
out the spirit of the law. The state board is now laboring 
with an inadequate appropriation to equalize the financial 
burden of maintaining the public school system. 

So much for the activities of the state board in carrying 
out the provisions of the statute, but what is of more con- 
cern to us, how do we propose to fulfill the trust imposed 
upon us by this law which is receiving so much favorable 
comment. 

The citizen who so regulates his conduct as to conform to 
his legal obligations to the point only that will avoid any 
legal penalty, is not regarded by us as an exemplary 
citizen. No more should that school district be considered 
exemplary, which meets only the requirements of the act 
and the regulations of the state board. Indeed, the school 
district which will meet only the minimum standards set 
up by the state board in the schools in which are educated 
its own offspring, cannot but blush for its lack of public 
spirit. I feel that there are but few school districts which, 
knowing the facts of the case, would be placed voluntarily 
in this class, surely not the school district of Litchfield with 
its abundant appropriation and its reputation for public 
spirit. 

In the housing of our school children the statute makes 
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the general demand that the buildings shall be ‘‘suitable 
and sanitary’’ and the state board in the exercise of its 
legal functions has made this demand specific. In a recent 
survey of the schoolhouse now in use, which survey and 
report were required by the state board, I found that the 
building met the minimum requirements for temporary 
approval with one exception. The window space was but 
16 per cent of the floor area instead of the required 20 per 
eent. I did not feel that it was advisable to further re- 
model this building in view of the fact that a new building 
is contemplated. Otherwise it would be necessary to quite 
completely remodel the old structure to meet the future 
demands of the state which will be progressive, approaching 
conditions nearly ideal in a few years. 

The present number of pupils in your school is 23. This 
is enough and not too many for a mixed school, and the 
one room mixed school can be and often is made the ideal 
school. There are teachers who can successfully handle 
such a school with 30 to 36 pupils. However, the advent 
in our town of a few families from French, Polish, or 
Greek origin might double your school attendance. This 
would make advisable a division which would be made by 
a grade classification and would require two main rooms. 
Thus it would seem that the first point for you to decide in 
your contemplated new school building is whether you will 
put up a one room school, a two-room school, or a one room 
school so constructed that it can be added to so as to make 
two main rooms. Possibly a compromise in the shape of 
a schoolhouse with one main or assembly room and a small- 
er room for an assistant teacher, who would take care of 
the overflow, might be preferable to any of the above men- 
tioned alternatives. Whichever of these you may adopt, 
the building should be planned to accommodate school ac- 
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tivities in domestic arts, mid-day lunches, and manual 
training. Nothing but ideal lighting, heating and ventila- 
ting should be tolerated in a new building. Heated ven- 
tilated wardrobes should be included in the plans, and the 
most improved chemical toilets should be an integral part 
of the structure. A basement playroom can be used but 
is not essential. Outdoor play supervised by the teacher 
should be the rule regardless of the registration of the 
thermometer, provided it does not rain or snow. 

In conformity with the statute, ‘‘with suitable provision 
for the care of the health and physical welfare of all the 
pupils,’’ and agreeable to the regulations of the state board, 
your board was fortunate in securing the services of Mrs. 
Maude Priske of Hudson as school nurse. She comes to 
you with a thorough training, broad experience, and a na- 
tural aptitude for the work. The report of her physical 
examination of the school shows: Number of pupils ex- 
amined 22, teachers 1, number suffering from defective 
teeth 17, hypertrophied tonsils 6, defective vision 2, and 
cards were sent to 22 parents. This is a very bad showing. 
The teeth of these 17 children should be filled, the tonsils 
should be removed from the six children suffering from an 
enlargement of that gland, and the two suffering from de- 
fective vision should have their eyes corrected with lenses. 
This school showed a larger number of remedial defects 
per pupil than any other school in this union. It is hoped 
‘that a careful follow-up will result in great good to the 
children.
